In com pany wilh his two followers and a retinue of A rkelian 
friends, he shook the sands of the desert from his shoes and de­ 
parted early Monday m orning for an undisclosed destination 
somewhere north or north-east of Fresno.

A w aiting him at his destina­ 
tion is V aughan A rkelian, 37- 
year-old epileptic son of K rikor 
Arkelian, m illionaire vintner, who 
was instrum ental in bringing the 
faith h ealer 
half way 
around 
the w orld to this country to cure 
Vaughn. 


LAST WEDNESDAY D iren A r­ 
kelian handed new sm en an an ­ 
nouncem ent reported direct from 
the hand of Avak, in w hich the 
faith healer declared th at he was 
forced to leave Palm Springs be­ 
cause of fatigue and 
the hot 
w eather here. 
Monday 
m orning 
D iren 
an­ 
nounced for the first tim e con­ 
firm ation of rum ors th a t Avak 
would rendezvous w ith V aughn at 
a m ountain hide-aw ay and there 
attem pt in earnest a full scale a t­ 
tem pt to heal the ailing m em ber 
of the A rkelian fam ily of his 27- 
year epilepsy. 


IT WAS POINTED OUT that 
Avak had no opportunity here 
to heal V aughn because of the 
many thousands who flocked to 
the Village from hundreds and 
even thousands of miles seeking 
cures. D iren A rkelian said that 
the young faith healer w as tired 
from the task of m inistering to 
approxim ately 
10,000 
persons 
since his arrival here M ay 6. 
A lthough unconfirm ed, the re­ 
port persists th at if A vak is suc­ 
cessful in helping V aughn, an 
Avak Institute w ill be established 
som ewhere in Los Angeles, and 
this, it is presum ed w ill be fi­ 
nanced by the A rkelian family.

Claim of Lee A renas lo 94 
acres of land under the Indian 
A llotm ent act was upheld by 
the U. S. Suprem e C ourt yester­ 
day and may m ark the begin­ 
ning of similar actions on the 
Í>arl of other Mission Indians 
iving 
on 
reservation 
lands 
around Palm Springs. 
T he highest tribunal in the 
land upheld the decision of the 
U. S. Circuit Court of A ppeals 
at San Francisco holding that 
A renas is entitled to 47 acres 
for him self and 47 acres in ­ 
herited from his first wife. An 
additional 94 acres, allotted to 
his 
father 
and brother 
and 
w hich Arenas also claim ed was 
denied. 
T here are 23 other Mission 
Indians to whom land was a l­ 
lotted in 1927, who m ay also 
press their claims for title. It 
is know n however, that other 
Indians may insist 
that the 
lands be held as tribal prop­ 
erty and w ill not ask for al­ 
lotm ents.

Withdraws 
in Favor of 
Kirstiner 


Recalls Stipulation 


M ade When H e First 
Became Candidate 


H arry C. Harper, m anager of the 
Palm Springs Cham ber of Com­ 
merce, yesterday announced his 
w ithdraw al from the campaign to 
be appointed supervisor of the 
F ourth district, to succeed Robert 
E. Dillon of Beaumont, who re­ 
cently resigned. 
In his formal statem ent, Mr. 
H arper recalled th a t at the tim e 
he reluctantly allowed him self to 
become a candidate, he stipulated 
that in the event a candidate was 
found whom he and his backers 
felt was responsible and qualified 
to fill the position, he would 
withdraw. 


SUCH A MAN has now been 
found, he said, and therefore he 
wished to w ithdraw from the race 
in favor of W illiam K erstiner, 
Coachella 
Valley 
grower 
and 
banker. 
“Seven months ago a group of 
responsible citizens of the Coach­ 
ella Valley, including a delega­ 
tion from Palm Springs of which 
I was a mem ber, undertook a 
thorough search among residents 
of the Coachella Valley areas of 
Indio, Coachella, 
Thermal 
and 
Mecca for a man to succeed Su­ 
pervisor Robert E. Dillon who, we 
understood, planned to resign this 
spring,” said Mr. Harper. 


"THE PALM SPRINGS citizens 
had recommended that the man 
to succeed Mr. Dillon be chosen 
from the Coachella Valley prin­ 
cipally because of the m ounting 
developm ent problem s there w ith 
which the county m ust cope. On 
this basis we pledged our united 
support to any m an upon whom 
the leading citizens of the Valley 
could agree. 
“During the past seven m onths 
more than 25 nam es of Coachella 
Valley men were checked as pos­ 
sible 
condidates. 
Some 
were 
elim inated by the Valley residents 
as being unqualified for the place 
w hile the rem ainder refused to 
have their names considered. The 
Palm Springs man, in cooperation 
w ith the Valley residents, per­ 
sonally 
interview ed 
m any 
of 
these prospects w ithout avail. 


"FINALLY the Palm Springs 
group was urged to seek candi­ 
dates in this area, and after much 
persuasion I reluctantly allowed 
my name to be considered for the 
position. 
However, 
I 
renewed, 
personally, 
the 
pledge 
th at 
I 
would withdraw if a m an could 
be found in the Valley whom we 
felt was responsible and qualified 
to fill the position. 
“These Coachella Valley men 
w ith whom we have cooperated, 
now have informed me th at Mr. 
William K erstiner is ready, able 
and willing to accept the position 
of supervisor if it is offered him.

^PUBLISHER'S 
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COMMUNITY-PROPERTY LAWS of California—and 
eight other states—are in the news again. The reason: resi­ 
dents of these states effect a considerable saving in their 
federal income taxes because they can file separate re­ 
turns for husband and wife even if all the income is earned 
by one or the other. In the May 4 Saturday Evening Post, 
Robert M. Yoder gives “this old Spanish custom” quite a 
working over. He goes on to show that a taxpayer with a 
$25,000 net income, and living in one of the lucky nine, 
saves about 29 percent over the fellow with a similar in­ 
come who hails from one of the other states. 


California, Arizona, Texas, Louisiana, New Mexico, W ash­ 
ington, N evada and Idaho had com m unity-property laws in ex- 
istance long long before there was such a thing as a federal 
income tax. Oklahoma, and Hawaii, managed to adopt it in re­ 
cent years. A rkansas now finds itself surrounded by community- 
property states and thinks th at Congress should do something 
about m aking it possible for taxpayers in all states to divide 
th eir incomes for tax purposes. 
At this proposal, firey-tongqed Sen. Tom Connally of Texas 
pops lip to defend the honor of the Lone Star state. He shouted 
th e claim th a t in Texas they recognize the equality of women 
and have been doing so for 100 years. The senator didn’t like 
it at all, the inference that the people of his state were tax- 
dodgers. 


IF OTHER STATES w ant to adopt the com m unity-prop­ 
erty system , the T reasury D epartm ent con do nothing about it. 
B ut there’s a catch in it as explained by Mr. Yoder. Not all 
couples W ANT a com m unity-property law; even shun living in 
such states. A nd to m ake a change to the new system would 
cause a terrib le confusion in such legal m atters as property 
ow nership, tru sts and property settlements. 
Congress could even up m atters by perm itting all couples 
to divide their incomes and file separate returns. There would 
be no saving, of course, in the nine states m entioned but in all 
other states there w ould be a cut for every couple whose com­ 
bined incom e exceeded $3300. The governm ent w ould likely lose 
som ething over eight hundred millions in income tax revenue. 
M aybe all this m akes you glad th a t you live in California— 
or does it?

BACK INTO ARIZONA— 
PART III 
In cutting across from A quila 
to Prescott, by-passing W icken- 
burg, we tranversed a section of 
road th at was new to me, and one 
th at contained several sights of 
botanical interest. A species of 
yucca was in bloom, a spcies un­ 
know n to me th at looked like Our 
L ord’s candle, but w hich w as on 
a tali spiny trunk like the Mo­ 
have yucca. I didn't have a copy 
of “The Cacti of A rizona” along 
w ith m e and so could not m ake 
the specific identification. 
Also in bloom was a tall scrag- 
gly, m ulti-branched cholla cactus 
of some kind not found in C ali­ 
fornia. Its blossoms w ere a deep 
yellow color. A species of the pan­ 
cake cactus w as also in evidence, 
as w ere m ore palo verdes, the 
ubiquitous 
cresote 
again 
in a 
more healthy 
size, and a few 
scattered saguaros. 


BUT THE TREE th at took my 
interest was an old friend of mine 
in new surroundings: the Joshua 
tree. For here was a scattered 
forest of this strangest of all the 
lilies. Somehow they seem ed dif­ 
ferent from the typical Joshua 
I’d been used to seeing in Jo sh ­ 
ua Tree N ational M om um ent and 
near Hesperia. These seem ed to 
be m uch more branched in form. 
Rare here w ere any tall, 
un­ 
branched individuals, w hereas I 
had been used to seeing these 
quite commonly. Also, th e needle­ 
like leaves of these Wees seem ed 
m uch longer th an usual and more 
aw ry, pointing in all directions 
in an unkem pt 
fashion. 
There 
could 
be no 
doubt th a t these 
w ere Joshua trees all right, but 
they still seem ed strange to me. 
Perhaps it is the local clim atic 
conditions here that m ake them 
appear 
differently. 
A nd 
they 
w eren’t like the small, dw arfed, 
rounded, 
short-needled 
variety 
th at w as accorded a specific nam e 
in honor of Mr. Edm und Jaeg er 
of Riverside. 
A t Congress Junction w e found 
m any 
palo 
verdes 
in 
bloom. 
Doubtless the altitude has a great 
deal to do w ith the tim e of this, 
those grow ing a t lower h o tter ele­ 
vations bloom ing m uch earlier 
than those at higher cooler ones. 


OUR ROAD CLIMBED a w ind­ 
ing grade to Yarnell, w here we 
abruptly left th e desert and en ­ 
tered the chaparral belt of vege­ 
tation, w ith a scrub oak th e dom ­ 
inant plant. A long the roadside 
we saw m any tall w hite poppy 
plants in bloom, in sharp contrast 
to the gray-green of the brush. 
It had been steadily clouding 
up, and just beyond Y arnell it 
began to rain. Not th e sm all- 
dropped rain of the coast, bu t the 
typical spatter type of a desert 
show er, and soon the air was 
filled w ith th at arom atic pung­ 
ent odor of the dam pened vege­ 
tation. This w as Penny’s first real 
encounter w ith a thunder-storm , 
and she was m ystified w ith the 
sounds of the rain against the 
w indshield and on the roof, w ith 
the occasional lightning flashes, 
and 
w ith 
the 
rhythm ic 
noisy 
scrapings of th e w indshielf-w ip- 
ers. She m erely sat and looked 
about in com plete 
w onderm ent 
and then would glance a t us re ­ 
assuringly and wag her tail to 
display her confidence. 


THE RAIN was a short-lived 
one, as is usually the case on the 
desert, and had cleared before 
we reached Prescott. 
The 
sun 
was dropping fast in the w est as 
we got ourselves a room at a 
Prescott m otel for the night. It 
would be m uch too dam p to sleep 
outside tonight, we both agreed. 
T hat im portant m atter attended 
to, we drove back into tow n to 
eat a belated dinner, ju st as the 
sun set w ith a m agnificent dis­ 
play of reds. We ate at th e G reen 
Frog, Jim getting a spaghetti din ­ 
ner and I a grand-round, w hile 
Penny, 
her insatiable 
appetite 
stilled for the m om ent by a patty 
of 
fresh 
ham burger, 
rem ained 
asleep in the front seat of the 
station 
wagon 
parked 
outside. 
L ater w e took a short stroll, but 
the breeze th at had arisen was 
dow nright cold, and Penny soon 
started shivering, so we headed 
back to the m otel and to bed. 
We decided to let Penny sleep 
w ith us, since it was too chilly 
outside in the car. W hat a night 
we had! All of a sudden she 
would decide to romp around a 
bit and would grab your nose or 
your hair.

Elected Christian Scientist Head, Says 


Christian Scientists in Palm Springs and others interested in 
World Peace were highly interested in the address of Mrs. Helen 
Chaffee Elwell, newly-elected president of fhe Mother Church in 
Boston at the annual meeting last week. 
A ffirm ing that God rules th e , 
affairs of man, The Christian Sci­ 
ence B oard of D irectors told the 
m eeting th at neither fear nor ani- 
m ality can give evil power to 
boast itself over good. 


SUPPORTING th is challenge, 
Mrs. Elwell urged both pulpit 
and press to unite in a crusade of 
righteousness. 
The 
hour 
has 
struck, she indicated, ‘‘for the 
Church to dare to be a David.” 
To “the harassed em ployer and 
the dissatisfied w orker” and to 
nations generally, th e Directors 
and th e President of the Church 
held out the hope of harm ony, not 
as a miracle, but rath er as a 
simple witnessing to the fact th at 
am ity springs naturally from the 
application of spiritual power. 


NOT ONLY IMPROVED indus­ 
trial relations and better govern­ 
ment, but also the health of the 
individual 
can 
be 
attained 
through spiritual understanding, 
the D irectors contended. 
C ontinuing in this them e, Mrs. 
Elwell said: 
“T here are those 
who see little hope for am ity 
among the nations, who even d e­ 
spair 
of establishing harm ony, 
peace, or even friendliness among 
the fam ilies of th e earth. Their 
world is dark, indeed.” 


BEYOND 
THAT, 
there 
are 
many persons who despair of cop­ 
ing w ith the unleashed m aterial 
forces 
of an atom ic 
age, she 
pointed out. “Such thinkers,” the 
speaker added, “need to learn the 
im m anence of heaven, the om ni­ 
potence, omniscience, and om ni­ 
presence 
of 
the 
infinite 
God, 
good 
” 
. u 
“How shall they h ear w ithout 
a preacher?” the speaker asked. 
She answ ered her ow n question, 
thus: 
“The 
Church 
is 
that 
preacher, and to th e Christian 
Church has come the opportunity, 
unparalleled in C hristian history, 
so to present the tru e concept of 
God in His relationship to m an 
and th e universe, th a t m en will 
turn naturally to th e teachings 
of C hrist.” 


THE 
DIRECTORS' 
and The 
M other 
Church P resident’s re­ 
m arks 
highlighted 
one of 
the 
largest annual m eetings in years, 
with m em bers of th e Church in 
session from various parts of the 
world. From California, England, 
Europe, A ustralia, New Zealand, 
and South Africa cam e reports 
of a grow ing resurgence in re ­ 
ligious activities. 
This resurgence w as evident in 
announcem ents of th e largest cir­ 
culation in the history of the 
C hristian Science periodicals. 
W illiam D. K ilpatriick, M an­ 
ager of Comm ittees on Publica­ 
tion, reported the failure of m any 
pieces of legislation th at would 
have proved not only inimical to 
the dem ocratic practice of Chris­ 
tian Science, but also injurious to 
the en tire citizenry. 
Today, only one of the 48 states 
fails legally to recognize C hris­ 
tian Science as a healing medium, 
Mr. K ilpatrick added. “That one 
state is Ohio,” he said. Since the 
1946 annual meeting, he pointed 
out, W est Virginia and M aryland 
have passed laws legally recog­ 
nizing th e right of C hristian Sci­ 
ence practice.

D isaoility 
Benefits law gave to Christian 
Science practitioners 
the same 
right as physicians to certify to 
to the disability of persons under 
treatm ent, 
Mr. 
K ilpatrick 
re ­ 
ported.

Gordon V. Comer, C lerk of The 
M other Church, disclosed a sub­ 
stantial increase In church m em ­ 
bership in 1946. This he held due 
to 
th e 
fruitage 
of 
healing 
throughout the field of Christian 
Science activities. 
These heal­ 
ings, he said, covered a wide v a­ 
riety of diseases, “m any of which 


are 
considered 
incurable 
by 
schools of m edicine.” 
For 
The 
Christian 
Science 
Board 
of 
Lectureship, 
George 
Channing, C hairm an, reported in­ 
creased lecture attendance in this 
country and abroad. These re­ 
ports, 
aside 
from 
the 
U nited 
States, came substantially from 
the B ritish Isles, Australia, New 
Zealand, and the continent of 
Europe. V irtually every lecturer 
received word from local church 
m em bers of the largest C hristian 
Science lecture attendance ever 
recorded in th eir communities.
